Marking the inauguration of a new and important service from 
Palm Springs was the departure Monday morning at 6 o'clock of an 
American Airlines cargo ship laden with crates of freshly picked 
asparagus from the Imperial Valley. The product, picked and crated 
over the week-end, went on sale in Pittsburgh Tusday morning, less 
than 24 hours after leaving here. 
“This is the first time a com-^ 
plete planeload of perishables has 
ever left Palm Springs for the 
eastern market, and marks an-

other step in the American Air­ 
lines air freight program,” said 
John A. Smith, regional cargo 
manager for the airline. 
Witnessing the inaugural ship­ 
ment were representatives of the 
Ralph E. Meyers company, El 
Centro shippers, and American

les and Palm Springs. The ship­ 
ment 
was consigned to the 
O’Donnell Fruit company of 
Pittsburgh. 
Perishables are constantly su­ 
pervised in flight by an attend­ 
ant, who sees that the proper 
temperaturee is maintained, de­ 
pending upon the commodity 
shipped. 
With consumers able to pur­ 
chase the produce of California 
farms a day after it has been 
harvested, the American Airlines 
sees a big demand in the future. 


$1000 a Day 
Is Task Ahead 
For Red Cross 
The Palm Springs branch of 
the Riverside county chapter of 
the American Red Cross was 
faced with the task of raising 
more than $1,000 per day between 
now and a week from tomorrow, 
the end of the annual fund cam­ 
paign. 
With its quota fixed at $26,910, 
there had been subscribed as of 
yesterday morning, $18,000, leav­ 
ing approximately $9000 to go. 
NEED IS GREATER 
With the need greater than 
ever before because of growing 
casualty lists and more Ameri­ 
can boys in uniform and over­ 
seas, the .Village was lagging far 
behind in its efforts. Carl Ray­ 
mond, chairman of the drive, 
issued an appeal to Palm Springs 
to maintain its record, perfect to 
date, of never failing in a worthy 
cause. To maintain this record, 
the final week of the campaign 
will have to be a spirited one, 
he said. 
It is costing the Red Cross $6 
per second to care for all of its 
needs and the Village’s total quo­ 
ta is needed to help maintain this 
tremendous pace. It was also 
pointed out that practically every 
California community has ex­ 
ceeded its quota and that Palm 
Springs, usually first, may be last 
this time.

Merchants Must 


File Prices With 


Rationing Office 


“The job of calculating ceiling 
prices of apparel, dry goods and 
house furnishings will be greatly 
simplified for merchants if they 
carefully follow the instructions 
given in the forty-two (42) pages 
of Maximum 
Price Regulation 
No. 580, and prepare their pric­ 
ing charts (price lists in 
plain 
English) in accord 
therewith.” 
At least that is what the 
local 
War Price and Rationing Board 
chairman, William A. Lippman, 
thinks. 
The date of the “price freeze” 
was March 19, 1945. Copies 
of 
the booklet have been mailed to 
all merchants believed to come 
within the scope of the regula­ 
tions. It affects all retailers 
of 
clothing, and numerous items of 
house furnishings including» lin­ 
ens, such as sheets, pillow cases, 
slips; blankets and quilts, towels, 
mats, lids, 
seat covers, 
table 
cloths and linens or sets, drapery, 
upholstery, yardage goods, fibre, 
silk and coated fabrics, house­ 
hold furniture, mattresses, lawn 
and garden furniture, baby cribs, 
floor coverings such as rugs, car­ 
pet and linoleum, 
lamps 
and 
shades and a long list of items 
in general and specific categories. 
“If you sell any such items, 
and do not receive a booklet, ask 
for one at the ration board office,” 
Mr. Lippman said. 
“Every merchant 
who 
sells 
goods coming within the scope of 
the order is required to prepare 
three copies of the ‘pricing chart’. 
The general form of the infor­ 
mation is stated in the regula­ 
tion, but blank list forms are not 
furnished by OPA. When 
the 
data is compiled, two copies must 
be filed on or before April 20, 
1945, with the local ration board 
Price division 
and 
one copy 
kept by the merchant for dis­ 
play on his premises. The Price 
Panel will 
extend 
all possible 
help to local merchants. It is be­ 
lieved that the 
result of 
this 
program will be more low 
and 
medium priced commodities ap­ 
pearing on 
merchant’s shelves.” 
The Price Panel includes Thom­

“air conditioning” agency whose many pronged 
activities include extensive preflight training. More 
than 7000 members are now enrolled—all develop­ 
ing practical airmindedness which will convert 
them into the airmen and women of tomorrow. 


California, with its tremendous economic stake 
in the future of aviation and with its new aware­ 
ness of the importance of the air in national se­ 
curity, cannot afford to permit the CAP to operate 
at reduced efficiency for lack of money. 


Representing the people of the state, the legisla­ 
ture will truly serve the state by granting to the 
CAP the small annual budget which it requires.

At Hemet, Ryan 
Field is no longer in existence— 
it is to be taken over for a m u­ 
nicipal airport w hich will be used 
for private planes. 


FOR AGRICULTURE 


"The county intends to 
pur­ 
chase Therm al A ir Base. It will 
be used as a commercial base, for 
fruit growers 
and agricultural 
purposes.

Coachella Valley and others can 
be realized.

ON JOB FOUR YEARS 


"Exactly one week before Pearl 
H arbor, the president of the U nit­ 
ed States created the Civil Air 
Patrol. The object at th at time 
w as to mobilize the 80 som e thous­ 
and men and women who 
had 
been in aviation up to th at time. 
C ivil A ir P atrol was created un­ 
der most strict regulations. Those 
regulations have not been chang­ 
ed greatly. W hen the president 
issued the order, im m ediately all 
the fliers across the country en­ 
listed. Today, the Civil A ir P a­ 
trol is the only official auxiliary 
of the AAF. . . . I m ust make it 
clear, we are commissioned in 
the CAP, not the A AF proper. 
We are under the com m and of a 
general of the AAF. We also take 
the same oath as any other sol­ 
dier. Yet, it is voluntary. 
The 
m em bers of the CAP sign up for 
the duration and six m onths, and 
most all of those original m em ­ 
bers have 'stuck-. Some have not, 
so, as you can see, it is possible 
to resign. We don’t join the CAP 
just to ‘stru t’ in a uniform or to 
’lord’ it over any o th er civilian. 
We join soley and w holly to sup­ 
port our country—and to serve 
aviation generally." 


SQUADRON FIRST 


He said th at the organization 
of the squadron comes first and 
then the CAPC, Civil A ir Patrol 
Cadets. Training 
of youngsters 
from 15 to 18 in all phases 
of 
the aviation realm follows. 
Describing* the great work of 
the CAP in th e early days of the 
w ar in spotting subm arines 
and 
directing the rescue of torpedoed 
crew s, he added that there 
are 
now 126,000 CAP mem bers, re­ 
presenting every 
state in 
the 
union.

riety of one 
which 
is usually 
purple. 
There are many species of the 
sm all-flow ered plants called lo­ 
tus; a rather absurd name, as we 
usually think of the Egyptian lo­ 
tus. related to the w ater lilies, 
w hen we hear 
the 
name; but 
these kinds of lotus have sm all 
yellow flowers. Some plants are 
erect, others spread out on the 
ground. 
W e are greatly indebted to v a r­ 
ious friends who 
have brought 
flow ers to the museum. In pick­ 
ing flowers, it is well to rem em ­ 
b er not to take more than a few 
of each kind, and 
not to pull 
them up by 
the 
roots. 
They 
should be taken 
some distance 
from 
the 
highway.

48 Hours Later; Throng Cheers Villagers 


Although the soldiers of the 21st Ferrying Group. Ferrying Di­ 
vision of Air Transport Command, who made the trip to the Los An­ 
geles blood bank Friday, to donate a pint each of Type "O" blood 
were not on Iwo Jima during the heat of battle, they have the con­ 
solation at least, that within 48 hours after their donaion, their blood 
was coursing through the veins of a sorely wounded Marine giving 
him renewed hope of life, after he had fallen during that terrible 
battle with the Japs for this stony island way out in the Pacific.

The presence of this group at<$> 
the Red Cross station coincided 
most dramatically with a fervent 
appeal by both the Army and the 
Navy for this type of blood for 
the battle 
scarred 
Marines on 
Iwo Jima. 
The trip, which was 
made under the sponsorship of 
Hollywood Post 
No- 43 of the 
American Legion, also by pure 
luck, helped that organization to 
collect more than $6,500.00 in Red 
Cross donations at the Hollywood 
Legion 
stadium, 
Friday night, 
where this group of soldiers were 
honored guests at a professional 
boxing show, 


Before the huge throngs as­ 
sembled at the stadium. Com­ 
mander Joe Carson of the Le­ 
gion post, publicly paid the 
21si Ferrying Group 
homage 
from the center of the arena. 
They 
received 
a tumultuous 
ovation. 
S-Sgt. Jerrold O. Eis 
and Pvt. Alfredo J. Marcaldi 
were called to the center of the 
ring, where they stressed the 
need of more of this type of blood 
and the work being done by 
the Red Cross. Collection bas­ 
kets were passed through the 
audience then,

the $6,500 was 
collected.

He 
described the conversion of stills 
in distilleries from m aking whis­ 
key to turning out alcohol 
and 
said the industry had anticipated 
the w ar and w as ready even be­ 
fore Pearl H arbor. 
Ellis H. Holcomb, past com­ 
mander of the local post, home 
on his first furlough since join­ 
ing the Seabees three years ago, 
was present and addressed the 
group. He is a veteran of two 
wars and has been stationed 
in the Pacific theater of opera­ 
tions for the past year.
